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NOTICE OF ALLOWABILITY 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1-32 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The primary reason for allowance is the combination of limitations that the 
reflector have (a) a free end pointing toward outer space in the absence of vertical 
pressure being applied thereto, (b) an upper face facing out to space in the first position 
and facing the plane of the support panel in the second position in a response to an 
application of vertical pressure. The closest prior art is Lashley et al. The back side of 
reflector 310 of Lashley et al. cannot be described as facing the support panel (320) 
when in the first position (Figure 2). Alternatively, the back side of 310 shown in Figure 
2 can be said to face outer space, but in this case, this face will not face the plane of the 
support panel when in the second position (i.e. when the reflector 310 is folded inwards 
panel 320). In considering the design of Lashley et al, it does not appear to have been 
obvious to dispose reflector 310 at a wider angle, because the panel as shown in Figure 
1 is designed to be oriented with the plane of supports 320 aligned with the light source. 
It is not clear that any advantage would be gained by such modification. Therefore the 
claims are considered to be patentably distinguished from Lashley et al.
